Claim Objections 

1. Claims 60, 61 and 64 are objected to because of the following informalities: the third 
line of claim 64 is unreadable because the words are blur. In addition, in item (b) of claim 60 
there is no item (i) and there is no item (f) in claim 61 . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subj ect matter which the applicant regards as his invention . 

3. Claims 58, 60, 61, and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a. Claims 58, 60, 61 and 63 are vague and indefinite because claims 58, 60, 61 and 
63 respectively depend from the canceled claim. Correction is required 

b. Claim 58 is vague and indefinite because claim 58 is method claim, it appears that 
items (a) to (n) do not have active steps. It is suggested to amend the language to have 
active steps.
